1. School Camping. George W. 
Donaldson. [Association Press, 291 
Broadway, New York 7.] 1952. 140 
pp. $2.25. 


This book dealing with school camping will 
be of interest to camp supervisors and coun- 
selors as well as educators. The author de- 
scribes the conditions which accompany 
urban living—commercial recreation, and 
unfamiliarity with nature—and discusses the 
ways in which school camping fills educa- 
tional and personal needs of children. The 
author’s experience in camping—with em- 
phasis on his experience at Camp Tyler, 
Texas, the first camp in the United States 
planned and built for school-community 
someone purposes—forms the basis of the 
ook. 


Child Guidance 


2. *First Steps in a Grown-up 
World. Mary Edge Harlan. [ Abelard 
Press, Inc., 381 Fourth Ave., New 
York 16.] 1952. 108 pp. $1.95. 


This book was written to help parents meet 
the problems which arise in guiding pre- 
school children. The author offers practical 
suggestions for meeting the child’s needs 
for activity, discipline, and playmates. Ideas 
which will enable mothers to get more en- 
joyment from being with children by plan- 
ning free time—either for themselves or for 
sharing with their husbands—will be par- 
a valuable to parents with a first 
child. 


3. *Your Child and His Prob- 
lems. Joseph D. Teicher. [Little, 
Brown & Co., 34 Beacon St., Boston 6, 
Mass. ] 1953. 302 pp. $3.75. 


Each chapter of this book is devoted to one 
aspect of children’s growth and develop- 
ment. Dr. Teicher discusses the situations 


which may give rise to jealousy, fears, or 
feeding problems and suggests practical 
methods of meeting these and other prob- 
lems. Illness—of parents, siblings, or the 
child himself—death, divorce, and other 
family crises are discussed by the author. 
The chapter on the use of psychological 
tests will be of value to parents who, Dr. 
Teicher feels, are often only interested in 
test scores for their competitive value. 


Child Psychology 


4, *Child Psychology. Lester D. 
and Alice Crow. [Barnes and Noble, 
Inc., 105 Fifth Ave., New York 3.] 
1953. 267 pp. $1.50. 


The first chapter of this new book in the 
College Outline Series discusses the value 
of child study, traces the history of its de- 
velopment, and describes modern tech- 
niques used in the study of children. In 
following chapters, current knowledge—in- 
corporating the points of view of various 
schools of psychology—on the many areas 
of child growth and development is pre- 
sented. Chapter tests anda final test will 
help students in the use of this book which 
is keyed to standard texts. 


Counseling 


5. The Counselor’s Handbook 
for Sources of Occupational In- 
formation. Harold L. Munson. [Har- 
old L. Munson, Box 491, Williamson, 
N. Y.] 1952. 56 pp. $1.25. 


This handbook groups sources of occupa- 
tional information into commercial pub- 
lishers, schools and colleges, films and 
filmstrips, professional organizations and 
industries, government agencies, and peri- 
odicals. Information on type of publication

Education, Elementary 
6. They All Want to Write. Al- 


vina Treut Burrows and Others. Rev. 
ed. [Prentice-Hall, Inc., 70 Fifth Ave., 
New York 11.] 1952. 240 pp. $3.50. 


This book will prove valuable to elementary 
school teachers interested in improving 
their teaching of the communication skills. 
It distinguishes between practical writing, 
to be read by another, and personal writing, 
where any hindrance to free expression is 
discouraged. Actual teaching procedures 
for each kind of writing are described and 
examples from the work of the authors’ pu- 
pils are used for illustration. The authors 
have expanded the treatment of teaching 
procedures in this revised edition and the 
section “Children’s Verse” is new, as is the 
supplement of selections written by chil- 
dren. Classroom teachers at the elementary 
level will find the descriptions of activities 
occasioning the writing of letters and re- 
ports and the case studies tracing the 
development of seven children through 
examples of their writing of particular 
interest. 


Education, General 


7. Communication, A Guide to 
the Teaching of Speaking and 
Writing. [Minneapolis Public 
Schools, Minneapolis 13, Minn.] 1953. 
118 pp. $1.75. 


This guide, which was four years in the 
making, represents the combined judgment 
of many teachers in the Minneapolis School 
System. Since it has as its goal adequate 
provision for continuity of learning in the 
field of communication, it offers teachers at 
all levels an overview of the stages of 
growth in language use through which chil- 
dren pass. The discussions on importance of 
communication at the present time, the 
factors which influence effective communi- 
cation, and common goals for all levels 
precede descriptions of planned learning 
experiences at the elementary, junior and 
senior high school levels. These three sec- 


tions have been set off by different colored . 


pages for easy reference. There are sections 
on the teaching of spelling and handwrit- 
ing, a discussion of evaluation techniques 


and standards for the language arts, and a 
list of selected references for teachers. 


8. Forces Affecting American 
Education. [Assn. for Supervision 
and Curriculum Development, N. E. 
A., 1201 16th St., N. W., Washington 
6, D. C.] 1953. 208 pp. $3.50. 


The 1953 Yearbook of the Association for 
Supervision and Curriculum Development 
studies the effects of the culture, groups, 
communication, and research on education. 
The educator’s responsibilities to his task 
in the face of these forces are described by 
William Van Til. In the discussions of the 
forces themselves, both good and bad effects 
are presented with the distinguishing marks 
of each. The final chapter by Willard E. 
Goslin traces the development of the educa- 
tional system and emphasizes the need for 
cooperation between school and community 
if education is to progress. 


9. The Function of the Public 
Schools in Dealing with Religion. 
[Amer. Council on Education, 1785 
Massachusetts Ave., N. W., Washing- 
ton 6, D. C.] 1953. 145 pp. $2.00. 


This book is a report on the exploratory 
study made by the Committee on Religion 
and Education of the American Council on 
Education. The book acknowledges the im- 
portance of the part played by religion in 
the life of the individual and in the his- 
tory of mankind. It approaches the problem 
of the kind of recognition to be accorded 
this importance by the schools from the 
point of view of the requirements of a 
fundamental general education. Practices 
now in the use in public elementary and 
secondary schools and state teachers col- 
leges are examined and classified. In addi- 
tion, the opinions of educational and 
religious leaders on this topic are presented. 
The conclusion of the Committee is that the 
factual study of religion in the schools is 
the solution which is most worthy of further 
experiment. 


10. {Moral and Spiritual Edu- 
cation in Home, School, and Com- 
munity. [Natl. Congress of Parents 
and Teachers, 600 S. Michigan Blvd., 
Chicago 5.] 1953. 28 pp. 25c. 

This pamphlet was prepared by the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers in co- 
operation with the Educational Policies 
Commission “to help parent-teacher asso- 





ciations plan discussion and action that 
will contribute to the moral and spiritual 
development of children and youth.” Reas- 
ons for the increased interest in moral and 
spiritual education are traced to the impact 
of cultural changes on the home and family 
and a greater understanding of the needs of 
youth. The pamphlet defines basic values 
and explains their background. Ways in 
which home, school, and community can 
help the child develop and learn these 
values are described and discussion topics 
for use by PTA groups are listed. Resources 
which will be helpful are included. 


11. {A Study of the Holding 
Power of Providence Senior High 
Schools. Elmer R. Smith and Mary 
D. Basso. [Dept. of Public Schools, 
Administration Bldg., 20 Summer St., 
Providence 2, R. I.] 1953. 11 pp. Free. 
Supply limited. 

In this study, figures illustrating the drop- 
out problem in Providence are compared 
with figures for Rhode Island and the na- 
tion as a whole. Drop-outs in the years 1947- 
51 are classified for age, grade placement, 
1Q, and stated reason for leaving. An analy- 
sis of this classification is helpful in locat- 
ing important factors in the drop-out prob- 
lem and the areas where corrective work on 
the part of the school will be most effective. 
A comparison of the Providence program 
with national recommendations is made and 
those features of the program which give 
Providence a lower drop-out rate than the 
national average are described. Plans for 
the extension of the program to further im- 
prove holding power and a discussion of the 
role of the classroom teacher are included. 


12. +Time to Get —A 
Counter-offensive to the Attack 
on American Education. James B. 
Carey. [CIO Dept. of Education and 
Research, 718 Jackson Pl., N. W., 
Washington 6, D. C.] 1953. 16 pp. 5c. 
Quantity prices. . 


This pamphlet is based on a speech made 
by Mr. Carey, Secretary-Treasurer of the 
CIO, at Howard University, Washington, 
D. C. He describes the persecutions directed 
against minority groups in the past which 
have taught these groups how to defend 
themselves. The conditions which education 
faces today and the position of the CIO on 
the attacks on education are outlined. Mr. 
Carey condemns irresponsible, vicious, and 
biased methods of investigation and cites 
illustrations of these. It is the opinion of 
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the author that educators, students, and the 
public must work together to effectivly meet 
the attacks being made. 


13. Your Schools and Mine. P. 
Roy Brammell. [Ronald Press, 15 E. 
26th St., New York 10.] 1952. 483 pp. 
$4.50. 


While intended primarily as a text for in- 
troductory college courses in education, this 
book will also be of value to readers inter- 
ested in the place of the school in our so- 
ciety. The author provides a historical set- 
ting for education in America and contrasts 
it with education abroad. The composition 
of school population, school administration 
and organization, and school support are 
some of the fundamental aspects of educa- 
tion handled by the author. Of equal im- 
portance are discussions of the relationships 
between school and community, the neces- 
sity for evaluation and improvement of 
educational services, and the statement of 
problems faced by education in America at 
the present time. 


Education, Higher 


14, Collegiate Education for 
Nursing. Margaret Bridgman. [ Rus- 
sell Sage Foundation, 505 Park Ave., 
New York 22.] 1953. 205 pp. $2.50. 


This book, based on a study which carried 
the author to the campuses of many schools 
of nursing throughout the country, presents 
an appraisal of nursing education and offers 
suggestions for its improvement. The author 
discusses training programs and facilities 
and the adequacy of training in relation to 
the demands made upon nurses. Existing 
patterns of nursing education, recruitment 
problems, and the need for advanced train- 
ing are other aspects of the problem which 
Dr. Bridgeman clarifies for educators, com- 
munity groups and members of the nursing 
profession. 


15. Financing Higher Educa- 
tion in the United States. John D. 
Millet. [Columbia Univ. Press, 2960 
Broadway, New York 27.] 1952. 503 
pp. $5.00. 


This report of the Commission on Financing 
Higher Education describes the objectives of 
higher education, tracing the development 
and scope of higher education in the United 
States. An examination of the student body 
and of the organizational structure at the 
college level is made as part of the study 
of the goals of higher education. In the 
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analysis of costs and administration prob- 
lems the factors which influence costs and 
future cost problems are among the topics 
covered. There is a study of the sources of 
educational income at the present time and 
of what these sources could be expected to 
contribute to the future needs of higher 
education. The book closes with a brief dis- 
cussion of the task ahead in higher edu- 
cation. 


Education, Secondary 


16. }Youth — The Nation’s 
Richest Resource, Their Educa- 
tion and Employment Needs. [U. 
S. Govt. Print Off., Washington 25, 
D. C.] 1953. 54 pp. 20c. 


This report on the education and employ- 
ment of young people from 14 through 19 
years of age considers the needs that must 
be met if they are to become productive 
citizens. The progress of education in the 
first half of this century and the work that 
lies ahead are described. The report also 
discusses the extent of employment in this 
age group and the kinds of jobs held by 
teen-agers. The functions of guidance, coun- 
seling, and placement services are outlined 
and a need of extension of services—in rural 
areas, for aiding the physically handicapped, 
and so forth—is pointed out. Suggestions 
for improving school programs, working 
conditions, and student personnel services 
through school and community cooperation 
are included and a list of services available 
from federal agencies on youth employment 
and education is appended. 


Exceptional Children 


17. +The Child with a Cleft Pal- 
ate. U.S. Dept. of Health, Education, 
and Welfare, Children’s Bureau Fold- 
er No. 37. [U. S. Govt. Print. Off., 
Washington 25, D. C.] 1953. 14 pp. 
10c. 


This bulletin states that “no condition 
which parents or physicians could control 
has yet been shown to cause clefts in chil- 
dren.” Nevertheless this condition does oc- 
cur and parents will be reassured to know 
that techniques—some of which are de- 
scribed—for correcting cleft lip and cleft 
palate have improved. There is a discussion 
of the professional help available and of 
the part the family plays in helping the child 
overcome the handicap. One important point 


made by the booklet is that this disorder is 
not directly related to intelligence or emo- 
tional adjustment. 


18. Educating Gifted Children. 
Gertrude Howell Hildreth and Others. 
[Harper & Bros., 49 E. 33rd St., New 
York 16.] 1952. 272 pp. $3.50. 


This book outlines the goals and curriculum 
at Hunter College Elementary School. The 
importance of early identification of the gift- 
ed and of an educational plan which helps 
the gifted child realize his fullest potential- 
ities is described in the opening chapter. 
Reasons are given for the pressing need at 
the elementary level for programs which 
challenge and inspire children of excep- 
tional ability. The authors describe teaching 
methods used in the school in both a general 
way and as they are utilized in teaching par- 
ticular subjects and skills. The importance 
of the role of the teacher—their personal 
and educational qualifications—and rela- 
tions between school and parents and school 
and community are other aspects of the edu- 
cation of gifted children which receive con- 
sideration. A concluding chapter describes 
the values which may be gained by adopting 
enriched teaching by schools for the general 
population and suggests areas in the educa- 
tion of gifted children which are deserving 
of more research. 


19. +Emotional Problems Asso- 
ciated with Handicapping Condi- 
tions in Children. Children’s Bu- 
reau Publication No. 336. [U. S. Govt. 
Print. Off., Washington 25, D. C.] 
1952. 19 pp. 20c. 


In this discussion of emotional problems 
associated with handicapping conditions in 
children the importance of the parent-child 
relationship is stressed. Descriptions of the 
reactions of handicapped children of dif- 
ferent ages and of the most effective ways 
of helping children who are withdrawn, hos- 
tile, or dependent will prove helpful to the 
classroom teacher as well as to parents. The 
needs for independence and adequacy, 
which are more acute for handicapped per- 
sons, and the problems which arise at ado- 
lescence are outlined. Changes which have 
taken place in society’s attitude toward the 
handicapped are traced but unfortunately 
prejudices still exist which make adjustment 
difficult. The booklet emphasizes the im- 
portance of family and community attitudes 
to the adjustment of handicapped persons. 





Growth and Development 


20. Child Growth and Develop- 
ment Chart. [Arthur C. Croft Pub- 
lications, 100 Garfield Ave., New Lon- 
don, Conn.}| 1953. Minimum order, 2 
for $1.00.

This chart, developed by the Washington, 
D. C. Curriculum Committee for Health, 
Physical Education and Safety in the Ele- 
mentary School, traces growth and develop- 
ment of children from under five to sixteen 
years of age. Skeletal growth, dentition, and 
muscular and organic development are the 
physical changes charted. To these are 
added the behavioral characteristics and 
psychological needs of children in each 
three-year age group. The final section, 
which shows how the schools take these fac- 
tors into account in curriculum planning, 
will answer some of the questions most fre- 
quently asked by parents. 


21. }How Children Grow and 
Develop. Better Living Booklet. Wil- 
lard C. Olson and John Lewellen. 
[Science Research Associates, 57 W. 
Grand Ave., Chicago 10.] 1953. 48 pp.

This booklet analyzes the nature of growth 
and shows how parents and teachers can 
help each child make the most of his own 
inborn and individual pattern. The author 
points out that children grow not only phys- 
ically, but mentally, emotionally, and so- 
cially as well, and that individual patterns 
will, largely, determine the rate of growth 
in each of these areas. Emphasis is given to 
the part that love and understanding play 
in helping each child fulfill his own capac- 
ity for growth. The authors of the booklet 
are Willard C. Olson, Dean of the School 
of Education, University of Michigan, and 
John Lewellen, author of science books for 
children and producer of the Quiz Kids and 
other radio and TV programs. 


Leisure 


22. Games for Children. Mar- 
guerite Kohl and Frederica Young. 
[A. A. Wyn, Inc., 23 W. 47th St., New 
York 36.] 1953. 184 pp. $2.50. 


This collection of games for children class- 
ifies the activities into three age groups; 
4 to 6, 7 to 9, and 10 to 12. Within each 
age grouping there are quiet, active, in- 
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door, and outdoor games as well as birthday 
party ideas. Most of the games need no 
preparation or equipment but where needed 
they are usually of the simplest kind. In the 
introduction to the games for each age group 
is an explanation of the amount of super- 
vision needed, the attention span, and other 
information that will be of help to the adult 
leader. Cross-indexes will also be of help 
in planning activities. 


Libraries 


23. The High School Business 
Library. [Mr. Theodore LaMonte, 
New York City Public Schools, 12-20 
27th Ave., Long Island City 2, N. Y.] 
1953. 84 pp. 75c. 


This special issue of American Business 
Education is an extensive bibliography of 
business references for the high school 
library. The editor points out that business 
teachers have frequently felt the inade- 
quacy of this section of a typical high school 
library therefore this issue was designed to 
fill this need. There are references for the 
teacher and student—inexpensive pamphlet 
material as well as textbooks—organized by 
general subject headings. There is also an 
article describing the efforts of the Madera 
Union High School, Madera, California, to 
build up its business library. 


Mental Hygiene 


24. Children of Divorce. J. 
Louise Despert. [Doubleday & Co., 
Garden City, N. Y.] 1953. 282 pp. 
$3.50. 


Dr. Despert writes of the effects of divorce 
on children and ways in which the harmful 
effects can be lessened. It is the author's 
opinion that an “emotional divorce” can be 
more shattering to children’s mental health 
than a legal divorce and instances support- 
ing this opinion are cited. Ways of solving 
such immediate problems as informing a 
child of an impending divorce, recognizing 
distress symptoms, and otherwise easing the 
child’s adjustment to the change in family 
status are discussed and pointed up by case 
material from the author’s files. Dr. Despert 
has not limited her book to the problems 
created by legal divorce, but has taken in 
the effects of emotional divorce, which so 
often precedes legal divorce, and the prob- 
lems which accompany remarriage of one or 
both parents. 
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25. Hope for the Troubled. 
Lucy Freeman. [Crown Publishers, 
Inc., 419 Fourth Ave., New York 16.] 
1953. 256 pp. $3.00. 


Written for the layman, this book discusses 
various kinds of mental and emotional 
troubles and the variety of help available to 
handle them. Miss Freeman classifies “those 
who help the troubled” in five groups; so- 
cial workers, psychologists, psychiatrists, 
psychoanalysts, and lay analysts. She illus- 
trates the types of trouble with which each 
group is best qualified to deal and describes 
in reassuring detail what actually happens 
when people seek help from these profes- 
sional sources. She also cautions the reader 
about quacks and untrained persons who 
set themselves up as “experts,” and tells how 
to check on their qualifications. A list of 
state and national mental health associa- 
tions is included in the appendix. 


26. Make Your Habits Work 
For You. Adele and Cateau de Leeuw. 
[Pellegrini and Cudahy, Inc., 41 E. 
50th St., New York 22.] 1952. 271 pp. 
$3.95. 


The authors of this book describe the im- 
portance of habits in relations with other 
people, in their effect on success at home 
and at work. They illustrate with case mate- 
rial the effect of habits and ways of chang- 
ing unsatisfactory habits for other, more 
satisfactory ones. Attitudes toward work, 
self, and others are discussed and plans of 
action for substituting the habits of success 
for those of failure are outlined. 


27. The Many Lives of Modern 
Women. Sidonie M. Gruenberg and 
Hilda Sidney Krech. [Doubleday & 
Co., Garden City, N. Y.] 1952. 255 
pp. $3.00. 


Contrasting the life of today’s woman with 
that of her grandmother, this mother and 
daughter team points out some little-recog- 
nized differences and problems. They em- 
phasize that present day young women are 
educated to compete with men, and at the 
same time, taught to look forward to getting 
married and “living happily ever after,”— 
two contradictory goals. About half of the 
book is devoted to analyzing the problems 
facing young mothers, career women, and 
older women whose children are grown, 
while the other half deals with some solu- 
tions to these problems. The authors also 
offer suggestions for educating today’s girls 
for the complex role they will be expected 
to play. 


Personality 


28. Persenality in Nature, So- 
ciety, and Culture. Clyde Kluckhohn 
and Others, Eds. 2nd ed. [Alfred A. 
Knopf, Inc., 501 Madison Ave., New 
York 22.] 1953. 701 pp. Text ed. 
$5.75; trade ed. $7.50. 


This edition of articles en personality forma- 
tion has been revised and enlarged to in- 
clude thirteen new essays, some never before 
published. Henry A. Murray and Clyde 
Kluckhohn have revised the theoretical 
framework for the study of personality in 
the light of the new research presented. 
Articles dealing with the determinants — 
constitutional, group-membership, role, and 
situational—of personality and with the in- 
terrelations between these determinants com- 
prise the second part of the book. The es- 
says which make up the third part of the 
anthology are applications of knowledge 
about personality to such problems as edu- 
cation and maladjustment. Introductions 
to each article and longer introductions to 
each section of the book serve to tie the 
work of different contributors together. 


School Administration 


29. The Workshop Handbook. 
Walter A. Anderson and Others. [Bu- 
reau of Publications, Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia Univ., 524 W. 120th 
St., New York 27.] 1953. 65 pp. $1.00. 


Four types of education workshops are de- 
scribed in this manual which was prepared 
to help administrators and educators con- 
duct successful workshops. The manual dis- 
cusses workshops under the joint sponsor- 
ship of a public school system and a uni- 
versity, those conducted by either the school 
system or the university, and the year-round 
or continuing workshop. The authors de- 
scribe in considerable detail the techniques 
of setting up and conducting a workshop 
and suggest the kinds of problems which 
are best handled in a workshop situation. 
An annotated bibliography is included. 


School-Community Relations 

30. Effective Home-School Re- 
lations.
